BRITISH MONITORS REPULSED

Berlin, Dec. 20.—Entente allied
monitors shelled Westende, Belgium,
yesterday, an official statement says.
They were repulsed by land batter-
ies. German aviators attacked Poper-
inghe, near Ypres, where hostlle
troops are concentrated.
